Laporte, Ind , May IS—The La- 


porte county grand jurj today took 
up the case of Ray Lamphere, accused 
of murdeiing Mrs. Belle Gunness and 
three children and firing the Gunness 
home. Forty witnesses were on hand. 


Coroner Mack today received a let- 


ter trom Mrs. Henry Witzler. of To- 
ledo, O., declaring her fear that 
her 


daughter was a Gunness victim. The 
girl was a graduate 
of 
Valparaiso 


college, the letter said, and returned 
home November 
28, 1902. 
Shortlv 


after that she disappeared. 
Tomor- 


row digging will be resumed in the 
"Gunness private graveyard." 


• Laporte, Ind., May IS —Tne Laporte 
county grand jury has begun its inves- 
tigation of the tragedies of the Gua- 
ness farm. 
Prosecutor R. N. Smith 


will present the first of 50 witnesses 
to testify against Ray Lamphere, ac- 
cused of burning Mrs. Belle Gunness 
and her children alive in their house 
on April 28, and suspected of having 
aided Mrs. Gunness in the murder of 
Andrew K. Helgelein on January 14. 


Indictments charging 
arson 
and 


murder In the first degreee are looked 
upon as a foregone conclusion. There 
is a strong possibility that an indict- 
ment will be voted charging Lamphere 
with being an accessory to the murder 
'ot Helgelein. 
In any case the action 


of the grand jury will precipitate a 
legal fight in which politics, and per- 
haps some elements which at present 
are not generally known, will have an 
active part.

expected .to testify that Lamphere told 
them that he knew enough to send 
Mrs. Gunness to the gallows, and dis- 
played enmity toward the woman on 
the eve of the fire, and Mrs Elizabeth 
Smith, at whose house Lamphere slept 
on the night the house was burned. 


Sheriff Albert E. Smuteer and Dep- 


uty William Ansliss, and C. I. Smith 
of the Pinkerton National Detective 
Agency, and bank officials will testify 
in reference to Mrs 
Gunness's de- 


posits made the day before the house 
•was burned and her expressed fears 
of Lamphere. 
A boy, John Holyon, 


who has told two stories on the same 
day and contradicted himself, will be 
brought before the grand jury in an 
effort to get at the truth. The boy's 
first story was that he saw Lamphere 
run out of the Gunness yard just after 
the fire started. 
Later he said that 


he was not about early that morning 
at all. 


Lamphere's admission, made on the 


day of his arrest at the 
Wheafbrook 


farm after the fire, will be related by 
the sheriff and his deputies. The va- 
viou<? depositions bearing on the case 
made before Coroner C S. Mack will 
be introduced as evidence.

cruiser Prairie sailed from this port 
for Panama on May 1 and completed 
his work and 
returned 
two 
days 


ahead of his schedule. He was in fine 
health and spirits. He said that his 
trip had been delightful and while he 
was kept very busy he had enjoyed 
every moment of the time. 


Mr. Taft grew enthusiastic 
when 


telling of the excellent progress being) 
made on the Panama canal and com- 
paring the situation 
to that which 


greeted him pn the occasion of his 
first visit to Panama in 1904. 


"The isthmus now presents," 
he 


said, "an appearance not unlike a fac- 
tory or mill village, or succession of 
villages, clear across and the lights at 
night and the noise, too, might keep 
one awake if not 
tired enough 
to 


sleep well." 


Regarding certain details of the 


work, Mr. Taft said that foundations 
for the great Gatun dam had begun 
and were progressing. This immense 
water barrier will, when completed, 
produce a lake several miles wide and 
20 odd miles long. 
The land over- 


flowed is largely the property of the 
govermeuts interested, but some por- 
t'ons are private property and to de- 
termine the value of this land a com- 
mission was arfpointed under section 
six of the treaty consisting of 
two 


Panamanians and two Americans. 


An umpire was to be appointed if 


necessary and this contingency having 
arisen, Governor Magoon of the Fl- 
and of Cuba lias been asked to serve 
and has consented. 


Wfhen asked as to the possibilities 


of concluding this work, Mr. 
Taft 


said: 
"If it was only the matter of 


digging the ditch, I should suppose 
three years were enough time at the 
present excellent rate of progress; the 
way in which the steam shovels 
are 


cutting into the land is almost won- 
derful, but there 
are other 
things 


that we cannot 
estimate 
at 
this 


time."

VISITS OLD BONE 


E. J. Carlisle Arrives Safely on the 


President jLiiicoln—Sketch of 


His Arrival in Newark. 


Fred Carlisle of the city engineer's 


Office, lias just received a letter from 
bis. father, B. J. Carlisle of this city, 
announcing this safe arrival on British 
Boil. Mr. Carlisle sailed on the new 
German Lloyd liner, Presid«nt 
Lin- 


coln, which docked, in -Liverpool Tues- 
day afternoon, May 5, three days over- 
due on account of rough and fogy 
weather. 


Mr. Carlisle returned only last Oc- 


tober from a four months' visit abroad, 
but, (having spent his earlier days as 
a sailor, the call of the sea revived 
bis longing and ihe left the 
-last of 


April for 'his old home in 
England, 


where a number of his relatives are 
now living. 


'When but a youngster, the Newark 


man- left ibis English' home and, with 
the -permission of his parents, .became 
an apprentice seaman. 
For many 


years he shipped between the great 


ports of the globe and the principal 
countries of the world. 


One voyage took him away from the 


British Isles for three long years. The 
vessel—in those days tne big sailing 
vessels were chiefly used for commer- 
cial transportation1—was booked into 
Plymouth harbor for Christmas day 
and the joy of the lad may be im- 
agined when he found1 that he was to 
be within reach of Ms home on the 
feast day. But his hopes were to be 
shattered, for before casting 
anchor 


the captain of the vessel ordered him 
to hold boat watch for the day, and 
to his dismay, Mr. Carlisle was com- 
pelled to remain on board alone, while 
•the remainder of the crew went on 
land and celebrated Christmas. 


The lad's disappointment may well 


•be imagined, but he studt to the ship 
and entertained 'himself in the short 
spare time that he had, by -baking a 
good, old fashioned English pudding, 
which he ate alone as he thought of 
home only a few miles -away. 


The following day the vessel put 


out for a cruise that lasted for two 
years. After that, Mr. Carlisle de- 
termined to see his family, and re- 
turned to England, only to find that 
big parents -and sister had come to 


America long ibefore. V/ith their ad- 
dress, he shipped again, finally land- 
ing on American soil and journeying 
to Newark by way of the canal. 


Mr. Carlisle's father was a plaster- 


er and at that time was engaged in 
plastering the then 
new 
Lansing 


House, on the North Side. The young 
man arrived in Newark tired but hap- 
py. He started on foot for the home 
of his parents, east of the city, in 
what was called 
'Possum 
Hollow. 


While trudging along the road toward 
where 'he had been directed, he was 
passed by an elderly woman and a 
younger 
one somewhat 
resembling 


ler. They drove past him in a 'buggy 
without giving him any particular at- 
tention. 


They were his mother 
and sister 


that he had not seen for nearly seven 
years, and he was passing them in a 
strange part of a strange country. 


After the women had -passed, the 


elder remarked to her daughter that 
:he man's face resembled "Edward." 
They discussed the subject 
shortly, 


;hen turned and drove rapidly until 
they overtook the pedestrian. 
A few 


questions settled his identity and the 
sister took the buggy, drove to New- 
ark and brought his father out to the 
lome, and a feast and celebration fol- 
lowed. 


The young man then went to work 


on the plastering of the Lansing 
House, assisting his father, and he has 
seen in the business in Newark ever 
since. 


His return to England has recalled 


all of t-hese old scenes to his .mind and 
Ms letter to his son, just -received, is 
full of interesting memories recalled 
by his second visit to the land of his 
birth. 


'An interesting portion of the letter 


is that describing the celebration of 
the first anniversary of the launching 
of the President Lincoln, which was 
celebrated with a grand ball- on board 
the vessel in-mid-ocean on -May 1. Ev- 
erybody on board participated in the 
celebration.

piincipies as adopted at the confer- 
ence of governors at Washington i? 
as follows: 


"We, the governors of the states 


and territories of the Tnited States of 
America in conferenee assembled, do 
hereby declare that the great prosper- 
ity^of our country 
rests 
upon the 


abundant resources of the land chos- 
en by our forefathers for their home? 
and where they laid the foundation of 
this great nation. 


"We look upon these resources as a 


heritage to be made use of in estab- 
lishing ind promoting 
tho comfort, 


prosperity and happiness of the Am- 
erican people, but not 
to be wasted, 


deteriorated or needlessly destroyed. 


"We agree that our country's fu- 


ture is involved in this; that the great 
nautral resources supply the material 
basis upon which 
cur 
civilization 


must continue to depend, 
and upon 


which the perpetuity 
of the nation 


rests. 


"We agree, in the light of fact' 


brought to our knowlpdge and from 
information 
leceived 
from sources 


which we cannot doubt, that this ma- 
terial basis is threatened 
with 
ex- 


haustion. 
Evs n as each succeeding 


generation from the birth of the na- 
tion has performed 
its part in pro- 


moting the progress and development 
of the republic-, so do we in this gen- 
eration recognize it as a high duty to 
perform our part, and 
this duty in 


large degree i.s in 
the 
adoption of 


measures for tne conservation of the 
natural wealth of tho'country.

tures of the several states within the 
limits and co-extensive with their jur- 
isdiction. 


"We declare the conviction that in 


the use of the national resources our 
independent states aro Interdependent 
and bound together by ties of inutua 
benefits, responsibilities and duties. 


"We agree in the wisdom of future 


conferences 
between the President 


members of Congress and the gover- 
nor? of the states reparding the con- 
servation 
of 
our natural resources 


with the view of continued operation 
and action on the lines suggested, and 
to this end we advise that from time 
to time, a? in his judgment may seem 
wise, the President call the governors 
and others into conference. 


"We agree that further action 


advisable to ascertain 
ihe 
present 


condition of our national resource 
and to promote the cnservation of the 
same. And t that end we recommend 
the appointment by each sptate of 
commission on the 
conservation 


natural resources, to co-operate, wit'i 
each other and wilh any similar com 
mittc-e on behalf of thc federal go>- 
ernment. 


"We urge that continuation and ex 


tension of forest policies adopted tc 
secure the hubanding nnd renewal o 
our diminishing timbei supply,
